The 
Merger. Starr Brothers, o. Alton, have a good 
collection of Peaches. These peaches are 
from the well-known orchard formeriy owned 
by Dr. Hull, and from which, for several 
yesrs, the fine peach that filled our market 
was drawa, but now other pointe in our State 
spd in Michigan are competitors for this 
trade. The next collection is one made by U. 
E Robinson & Co, fruit dealers of this 
city, who have a large collection from 
ther customers in Egypt.

Stevens, Genessee, Louisse Bonne de Jersey, 
Vicar of Winkiield, etc. The soll of Reck 
Island county is decidedly valuable for the 
pear. R. F. Clough, of Cook county, has a 
collection of thirty-four varieties, and his 
neighbor, Rev. B. B. Drake, has one hundred 
and fifty varieties of applies. Mr. D. has been 
unfortunate in having seeded his orchard to 
grase, acd his specimens are therefore small. 
Those who think thet good culture acts no 
particular pert im the size of apples, will do 
weil to look at this collection, and compare it 
with that of Mr. Cloagh, who believes in good 
culture. and also at the collection of Mr. Pe 
riam, of this county, on the banke of the Cal- 
umet. We now pass to the center 
table, smong Frapes, 
and evergreen. Mr. A T. Williams of Chica- 
go has a good collection of green house 
plants, cut flowers and grapes, from under 
giaes.
